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Is Connected with Robbery 
of the Werner

MRS. BROWN ESCAPES 



Antioch stepped Into the' police 
limelight for the second "big case" 
within a week. No sooner had the 
mysterious killing of Attorney Haus- 
child at Lake Marie became cooled, 
when' the police authorities stepped 
out and took Into custody Dr. Spencer 

Brown of Ida avenue of this village, 
and placed him under arrest, charg- 
ing him with being the master mind 
of the robbery of $1,250,000 worth of 
bonds and valuables from the Werner 
Warehouse In Chicago. The safe of 
the warehouse was opened by burning 
the door off with an acetylene torch. 

Mr. Brown left Antioch on the 10:48 
train on Saturday and was arrested 
Saturday evening at his laboratory 
In the 1C00 block on North Wells 
street. Efforts to take Mrs. Brown 
Into custody on Sunday proved fu- 
tile. Mrs. Brown left the homo on 
Sunday afternoon, carrying a suit 
case and a small dog. She was seen 
by several people walking up and 
down the Soo Line tracks near Hick- 
ory road, as If waiting for an automo- 
bile. She has not been seen nor heard 
from since. 

Mr. Brown has lived a life of mys- 
tery since coming to Antioch several 
years ago, when he bought the little 
bungalow on Ida avenue. The Browns 
are only seen at lengthy Intervals and 
no one seems to know anything of 
their business or social life. They al- 
so maintain a cottage at the lake and 
an apartment in Chicago, besides Dr. 
Brown's laboratories on Wells street. 

Dr. Brown caused much comment 
in Antioch about a year ago when ho 
was connected with a gigantic forgery 
. case. He has beon under police sur-* 
veilance for the past ten years, but 
the police, although positive he was 
connected with several of the ctly's 
biggest crimes, have never beon able 
to find evidence enough to convict. 
Chief Hughes of Chicago says that he 
has "tho goods" on him In this case, 
claiming he was caught with $24,600 
worth of packing house bonds that 
comprised part of tho Werner loot. 

First a stolen bond appeared at a 
bank. It had beon left there by a 
Frederick Fraln, who said he got it 
from Attorney Julian Ryer. 

Ryer said he got it legitimately 
from George Blackford, a salesman; 
Blackford said he got It from Thor 
Wassburg; Wassburg said it came to 
him from Graham S.JVIcGill, a dealer 
In securities, and McGIU said, after 
Bomb persuasion, that he got* It from 
Dr. Spencer Brown. 

That, however, was not quite 
enough for the police. They went to 
McGIU's partner, Herbert Hannah, 
who said ho had seen Brown pass tho 
bonds to McGIU. And Brown, when 
confronted with their stories, said to 
each of them: 

'.You're just a liar." 

Brown, In his physical appearance 
and manner of life, suggests a char- 
acter from Dickens with his astonish- 
ingly shrewd eyes. Tho Hat ho lives 
In is in' a district of drab rooming 
houses; Its walls are crumbling, tho 
plaster loose, tho paper stained, and 
the furnishings represent an errant 
taste — rugs from China, statuary from 
Persia, a statuette of St. Joseph, one 
of the poet Gothe, one of tho Virgin 
Mnry. The assortment of books runs 
from Kipling to Froud, from modlcal 
treatises to*- volumes of sentimental 
verse. Chairs are of teak, cabinet of 
mahogany inlaid with pearl, and — a 
flare of tho ultra-modern — there is a 
$3;000 player piano! 

Also It is queer about tho locks. 
While It requires six keys to open tho 
door leading from the corridor into 
. the living room, there is another door 
on the samo corridor leading into tho 
dining room which could be opened 
with a hairpin. But on tho door thero 
is an electric device which at the 
merest touch on tho knob rings a bell 
in the bedroom. 

Police, in raiding the place, Ignored 
p the two corridor doors and smashed 
the back one, which had been nailed 
shut.

GRAYSLAKE WOMAN 
IS BURNED TO DEATH 



Mrs. Emily Strong, widow of Thom- 
as Strong of Grayslake, suffocated 
Monday night In a Are that broke out 
in her home while she slept. She was 
charred on the arms and face. Her 
body would have been completely cre- 
mated only for heroic work on the 
part of Grayslake firemen. Members 
of the department risked their lives 
to recover the body. She was dead 
when carried out of tho house. 

Mrs. Strong lived alone »in a one- 
story house located near the Soo Lino 
railroad depot In Grayslake Blnce tho 
death of her husband a year ago. The 
fire Is believed to have been caused 
by an overheated stove, which was In 
tho room next to tho bedroom occu- 
pied by tho woman. 

The blaze was discovered at mid- 
night by P. E. Keon, an operator em- 
ployed at tho Soo Line. He chanced 
to look out a window and saw the 
home In a mass of flames. He sum- 
moned the Grayslake lire fighters, but 
the fire was raging fiercely when they 
arrived, apparently having broken out 
quite a time before being discovered 
by the night operator. 

Upon arriving on tho scene three 
of tho firemen gained entrance to tho 
woman's bedroom by smashing a win- 
dow. After being carried out meas- 
ures to revive her were employed but 
with no success. 

The home, a frame .structure, was 
burned nearly to tho ground. 

Mrs. Strong was about 60 years old 
and was well known In and around 
Grayslake She lived In the village 
limits for the past 12 years and in the 
vicinity for nearly 20 years. Tho late 
Thomas Strong was foreman on the 
Judgo Upton farm, south of Wauke- 
gnn for years.

The Lake County Farm Bureau has* 
received notification that the Illinois 
Agricultural Association offers a re- 
ward of ^100 on the first conviction 
in each county for violation of state 
or national law regulation, prohibit- 
ing the importation of tuberculsls cat- 
tle into Illinois. 

Numerous reports coming to the I. 
A. A. clearly indicate that many tu- 
berculosis cattle aro being smuggled 
Into tho state without regard for law. 
This is especially true on the north- 
ern border. 

President Sam Thompson, of tho I. 
A. A. In making announcement of 
tho reward, stated that It Is glv6n on 
provision that tho county farm bur- 
oau offer a similar amount, making a 
total of $200 for conviction of tho first 
offender apprehended In each county. 
The reward will go into effect on 
Novembor 15.

A. A. officials, farm advisors of Nor- 
thern Illinois, nnd others Interested, 
it . was brought out that millions of 
dollars have been made by bootleg- 
gers of tuborculoslB cattle, that they 
are powerful aud unscrupulous, and 
aro not going to give up willingly.

Unmindful

Two Kenosha county roads are add- 
ed to the state highway system by the 
report of the legislative committee 
which was made public at Madison on 
Monday. They aro the Burlington 
road running from Kenosha to Bur- 
lington and the Bristol-Union Grove 
road running north and south from 
the Wllmot road to the village of 
Union Grove and north from this point 
to conect with a road leading into 
Milwaukee. In Racine county the 
roads from Racine-Corliss and from 
Fontana to Williams Bay ls added to 
the system. 

These roads mark the only addi- 
tions made to the state highway sys- 
tem In the three southern counties in 
the state. Largo additions are made 
to the road system In many of the 
northern counties of the state. 

The Bristol road running north will 
be continued to connect with High- 
way 36 at the Milwaukee county line 
nnd will probably become a part of 
that highway. 

Both of the Kenosha county roads 
added to the state system have been 
improved by county or town funds. 
The Burlington road running west 
from Kenosha on Division street, has 
long boon a county trunk highway 
and it Is Improved with concrete as 
far west as Its junction with Highway 
57 leading Into Milwaukee. Beyond 
this point the road Is an excellent 
gravel road and It has always been 
considered ono of the best highways 
In Kenosha county. 

During the past summer a great 
deal of work has been done on the 
Bristol-Union Grove road and It Is 
now In excellent condition. 

It Is expected that the state high- 
way commission will at once proceed 
to tho marking of these roads. There 
Is no roason to expect that any large 
amount of money will be spent for 
the farther Improvement of the two 
roads during tho coming year, but 
the Improvement of them will be car- 
ried forward as It Is reached by tho 
state highway commission.

Athens. — American standard food* 
BtuffB are the heat in the world, Bays 
Dr. Mabel Elliott, famous woman phy- 
sician, who for the past two years has 
been medical director of American or- 
phanages In the Near East. Prom the 

.standpoint of purity and high food 
value, she asserts that no European 
nation can oompeto with the United 
States, and for this reason she Insists 
on American products In all orphan- 
ages and hospitals, in order to meet 
adequately tho needs of undernour- 
ished children. 

Dr. Elliott's annual report, sum- 
ming up the results of the care of 
50,000 children In orphanages as well 
as clinics for 50,000 additional chil- 
dren' In refugee camps and homes, 
says: 

"Stable American foods aro now 
tho backbone of all our menus for re- 
building children who becamo weak 
and anaemic during the refugee ex- 
odus from Asia Minor. Our menus 
contain, not only bread made from 
American flour, nnd corn grits In por- 
ridge and stews, but also the liberal 
use of corn syrup, American con- 
densed milk and American cocoa and 
macaroni, thus making a balanced 
ration to meet all tho scientific re- 
quirements as to relative food values, 
calories and vltamlnes. 

The favorite orphanago pudding Is 
composed of corn grits with cocoa. 

; sweetened with corn syrup, and made 
moro nutritious and palatable by add- 
ing a sauce of American condensed 
milk. Such a pudding has a high food 
value and is very economical — no 
other equivalent food value could be 
obtained from other foods at twice the 
cost. Moreover, It Is so palatable 
that children eat It eagerly several 
times a week, and never seem to tire 
of It. Tho American people, In pro- 
viding for theno pnrentless children 
such puro and wholosomo foods from 
their own tables, are certainly making 
a practical application of tho golden 
rule." 

Dr. Elliott hns recently returned to 
America to arrange for the publica- 
tion of a book of her experiences un- 
der tho tltlo of "Beginning Again at 
Ararat" 



How many comfortably fed, clothed 
and housed Americans will sit down 
to a Sunday dinner of rice, corn grits 
and soup — typical orphan faro— oa 
December 2, oa a practical test of the 
golden rule? 

The question Is asked today by 
Charles V. Vlckrey, general secretary 
of Near East Rollef, who 1b In charge 
of th* plans for tho general observ- 
ance throughout the United States of 
"Golden Rule Sunday." In an Inter- 
view, Mr. Vlckrey said: 

"If American people will renounce 
for ono meal the food they aro accus- 
tomed to eat, and contribute the dif- 
ference in co&t to tho support of starv- 
ing children In the near east, the situ- 
ation In Groeao, Armonla and Pales- 
tine will beoomo infinitely more real 
to them. 

"1 have 'recently returned from sev- 
eral months In thoso countries. Ameri- 
ca is a name to oonjuro with there. 
Bitter reproaches are. hoard against 
nearly erery other country, but none 
agalnBt us. That is because peoplo 
realise that Americans have gone to 
them with a helping hand and a 
square deal, rather than with the 
mailed flat. 

"America could well have afforded 
to have Bpent every penny of her re- 
lief funds as a long-sighted, cold-blood- 
ed business proposition. The good- 
will that has resulted from relief 
work in the near oast Is of incalcul- 
able value. When thoso orphans we 
are caring .for today grow to man- 
hood, they will become the leaders of 
their nations and thotr oyos will turn 
toward America. 

M At least a million persona In the 
near east would not bo alive today had 
It not been for American aid. Even 
today, 100,000 persons aro being cared 
for day to day by tho Near Bast Re- 
lief, mostly women and children whe 
would probably perish in a few days 
or weeks If the work ceased. 

"Our workers aro now concentrat- 
ing not only on tho physical care of 
our 50,000 orphans, but on their In- 
dustrial training as well. At the age 
of 10, when an orphan loaves our 
caro, he is equipped to enter some 
useful trade or business. In Narazetb 
there are boys working In our carpen- 
ter shop a few feet from the spot 
whoro Christ tolled. In Macedonia, 
hundrede of Greek orphans aro learn- 
ing farming in the atmosphere where 
Paul spent many years in establishing 
the first European churches. 

"Five dollars a month provides food 
and physical necossitioB for an or- 
phan, and $100 a year provides forhlB 
education as well. Tho observance 
of Golden Rule Sunday by a mil- 
lion Amerioan families will provide 
onongh funds for thousands of orphans 
"When peoplo break bread together, 
they become friends. On this Inter 
national Golden Rulo Sunday people 
of all nations figuratively will gather 
around the same table, partaking of 
the Bomo food representing the menu 
which tho unfortunate children ot the 
near eaBt hope, byvthe benevolence of 
tho West, to oat 365 dayB In the year 
But even this simple menu the or- 
phans cannot have unless the rest ot 
tho .world practices tho Golden Rule.'.
